Congreasman Frtsux oppo*ed a great 
many uf the Items, Including the one 
for Plkevllle, on the ground that tha 
populatl.in and i.ohIjlI receipts w*-re not 
autlliUont t.. Jii.Htify th.- ilern.H. atj.l also 
for the reason that the maintenance of 
the proposed new bluldlnga . would be 
gi%itly tn excesa of the rent now paid 
by the government for NvLsed i|iiar- 
ter*. In tho case of I'lkevillc th'- an- 
nual rent ptUd for the present quarters 
Is yi.vi a year, while tha maintenance 
of Iho propoeed building to be erected 
at a coat of (26,000, according to Treas- 
ury Department flgurea, will be tS,500 a 
year, more than ten times, Mr. Frear 
said. 

The I'ikevllle Item was retained. 
H< prKsentative Jamsa, of Michigan, 
called attention to the alevail bills In- 
troduoe<l by Ileiiresentatlve Ijinnley 
for buildings in his district "H.-rc aro 
eleven bills, and I Judge the Renlleman 
from Kentucky ballevea this kind ' of 
legislation should go thru," said Mr. 
James, "I.ut that Is simply a maiti'r of 
opinion l.ilw.eM the Kenllcniun and 
some othera U6re.are the bills which 
the gentleman has introduced: 

' Whltesburg. Ky.. with 821 people 
all that Is asked for Is 176,000, and all 
the rest are for $76,000: McKe.-. Ky.. 
\M poople: Hlndman, >70, SaiyersvUle, 
3lii; jiMiklns, 1,8(7; BoonaVille, 2M; 
Inez, K>., not in the census of 1910; 
Haxard, 6S7 people, and Prtwtonsburg. 
1,120 people." 

"They are not In this bill. If the 
gentleman w. 1 permit me," aald Mr. 
Liangley. 

"No; but It :h not the tuilt of the 
gentleman from Koiuucky," replied lAif 
Jamea. 

.Mr Langley aald; "' ^l, yes. It Is, I 
only asked for what I : egarded— " 
"I do not believe that the gentleman 

from Kentucky would Introduce a bill 
either for a pension or a buUdlns that 
he did not think ..iinht i.. go thru," Mr. 
James Interruptod to say. 

"Ultimately, yea; but not all In one 
lump. The trouble about the gentle- 
man la that he haa not bean here lon^ 
enough to know how buslnera la yuft. 
He Is wasting his time," ropUed the 
Kontu.Kiaii. 

"I slncorely hope I shall bo here long 
enough to see McKee, with lu 146 peo- 
ple, with a population that will entitle 
It to a public building," aald Mr. Jame.s. 
"The gentlMnan laid a good deal of 
stress on the fact that Kanrd waa en- 
titled to a building beoause they were 
going to use It for a mine rescue sta- 
tion. N..W, they do not eslabli.sh a 
mine r<-»<'u" station ium i.crrn.'inont prop- 
ositions. It was so suited at the hear- 
hiKs In i.-half .if his bin. They are only 
put there until such time as tha opera- 
tors or the authorities themselves can 
take them over. So when you give a 
building for Hazard, Ky., because part 
of It Is going to be used for a mine 
rescue station, you are only wasting 
your time." 

When Barbounnlle'B $26,000 Item 
"for a poslotbco and other purposes," 
was rea. lu-.l, H.'pro.f.'iit.ii Ivo l-Yoiir de- 
clared that Barbourvlllo's population 
in 1010 was 1,SSS, and It* poatal re- 
celpu las* year $4,6J2, that tho rent 
now paid Is $406 a year, and that main- 
tenance on the new building will be 
|»,800 n year. Ho eald that "for oth- 
er purposes" waa put into the ItSm 
merely to get beyond the $10,000 ap- 
propriation limit for poetoffloe* only, 
and aald that the proposal to use the 
building as a mine reacue station Is a 
subterfuge. 

The Kentucky towna sharing In the 
approprlatloiut, and tho amount they

That tho average Huntington bual- 
neaa man would be suri>rised as well 
aa intensely interested ware he set 
down unexpectedly In Lawrence- oo., 
Ky., the heart of the present oil and 
gas actlvlUes In the Big Sandy valley, 
waa the statement of CoL M, R. Lab- 
bee, who waa in Huntington yeaterday 
buying supplies for some of the numer- 
ous operations in which his companies 
are interested. 

VUr aeveral months development has 
been going on at a rapid rate, and 
leases on both sldc^s of the Big Sandy 
sro being improved by tho score. On 
the Big Blaine, Twin Branch and Mor- 
gan creek alone In the L<iwrence-co. 
district, $500,000 is to be expended at 
once In drilling operatlona 

Col. Labbee, who organic^ the tou- 
Isa Coal, Gas & Oil company, of which 
Cioorge 1'. Daniels, a Cincinnati cJipi- 
tallst Is president. Is general superin- 
tendent and field manager for these ex- 
tensive operations. Including the Cro- 
fut Wins Oil and Ons company, stated 
to the Herald-Dispatch IiuiL uii^ht tlmt 
Lawrence-eo. and adjacent section* of 
the adjoining counties are now a net- 
work of pipe lines for oil and gas, and 
that hundreds of pumps are drawing 
high grade oil from wells already drill- 
ed In and producing ateadlly. These 
wells, aa a rule, produce from two to 
fifteen barrels of high grade oil per 
day of twenty-four hours. 

This fleld, CoL Labbee states. Is al- 
so rich In gas which Is particularly 
rich In Bii-Mollne properties, and several 
by-product manufactories are propect- 
ed for the coming aprlng. 

Many Huntington business men have 
interests In this fleld, the holdings of 
J. E. Thompson, who derives a large 
monthly Income from producing wells, 
being probably larger than those of 
any other local man. 

CoL Labbee, who haa spent several 
years proapeeting and aecunng leasee, 
is also making plans for extensive de- 
veL.pments in .lohnson-co. and these 
plan* are already under way to ma- 
turity. 

He bellevea that Eastern Kentucky 
one of the CT-eatest undeveloped coal 
fleldfl .11 .uirih. will become alao one.of 
the greatest oil and gaa fields — not on 
account of senaaUonal guah*r oil wells, 
but because of a myriad of small walla, 
producing eight or ten barrala of high 
grade oil per day and running conals- 
tently for forty or fifty yeara

The farm- 
er referred to t.>.)k Issue with the lec- 
turer, saying he had been growing corn 
all his Ufe and did not bellere In thU 
new theory. Two of his bqys. Joined 
tho corn club and folldwed the printed 
directions furnl.-<hod for pLantlng and 
growing the crop. Ono of them won 
first prise In the coimty and tho other 
got a anialler prixe. They had raised 
about 100 bushebt to the acre, as wo 
now recall. The father always thouKhl 
ho was doing well to get one-fourth 
of that amount per acre. He waa con- 
vrated to modem methods. It is need- 
less to aay. 

The aame Is true of potato growing, 
no doubt. Be progressive and willing 
to leanu It pays hlg. If your land 
needs some fertilizer or Ume, put It on 
and got your money back ten fold. Now 
is the Ume to get your literature, pick

The ex- 
perimunt statlou bos likewise found 
that silage can t>o fed with safety pro- 
vided the feeder Is careful to aort out 
any moldy atlage that may be (otud. 

Frank MeBoberta, one of the most 
anaoeaaful Iamb feeders in Mlaaonrl, in 
speaking of bis feeding oporatloiia at 
tbe sheep feeders' meeting In that state 
said that be had fed slIaKe In connec- 
tion with com, cottonseed meal and 
some bay for four years and had found 
it most profitable. lie learned that 
lamtis do not begin to eat slloffe nnloss 
rather himgry. It seems to be uecce- 
sary for them to acquire a taste for It 
He has found it much easier to start 
them in by giving a amall amonnt when 
they fltst atttra at tbe feed k>t, gradn- 
ally increaatnf it until they are getting 
abont all tba^ will clean up In an hour 
and a half after tunilng them to the 
feed trouRhs. Ho culled attention to 
the fact that when a spot of mold wag 
found In tho silage ho always took spe- 
cial paiaa to sort this out This feeder 
has had excellent results from the fol- 
lowing daily ration: Com, one and ono- 
qnartar pounds ; allage, two pounds;
